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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to a galactosamine derivative of formula (I). 

Group II, claim(s) 7, drawn to a method for inhibiting activity of a sulfotransferase, 
comprising a galactosamine derivative of formula (I). 

Group III, claim(s) 10 and 1 1 , drawn to a medicament comprising a galactosamine 
derivative of formula (I). 

Group IV, claim(s) 12, drawn to a method for treating or preventing diseases caused by 
acceleration of sulfotransferase activity, comprising administering a galactosamine 
derivative of formula (I). 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking groups l-IV is a galactosamine derivative of formula 
(I), shown below, wherein R 1f R 2 and R 5 each independently represents S0 3 " or H, and 
at least one of them represents S0 3 ~. R 3 represents H, acetyl or S0 3 '; R4 represents H 
or an alkyl/alkenyl/alkynyl/acyl/aryl/aralkyl group; and X represents O, S, NH, or CH 2 .

In this case, X represents O, R4 represents an allyl group, R 5 represents S03", R1 
represents H, R2 represents H, and R3 represents an acetyl group. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of groups l-IV does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not definite 
a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, groups l-IV are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
